Tokyo, March 8 
UP)—Japan and 
the United States today signed 
a mutual defense pact to give the 
J apanese both guns and grain and 
hasten the day when American 
soldiers can withdraw from the 
island empire. 
The mutual defense assistance 
agreement—actually a series of 
agreements—will pour 100 mil­ 
lion dollars of American aid into 
J apan’s 
economy 
in 
the 
next 
three 
months 
and 
probably 
amount to much more in the long 
run. 
U. S. Ambassador John Allison 
said the agreement “ takes us one 
step nearer the time when the 
United States can withdraw its 
forces from Japan.” 
J apanese Foreign Minister Kat- 
suo Okazaki signed for his gov­ 
ernment. 
To Boost Forces 
The agreement will boost J a­ 
pan’s defense force from 120,000 
to 160,000 men and hold it along 
more military lines. The United 
States 
will 
supply 
ships 
and 
planes. 
The United States also will start 
the movement of 500,000 tons of 
surplus wheat and 100,000 tons of 
barley to Japan. And Japan will 
sell the grain domestically and in 
turn use the money for guns and 
munitions. 
The agreement was hammered 
out in eight months of negotiation 
which at times brought the liberal 
government of Prime Minister 
Shigeru Yoshida under intense 
opposition criticism. Despite So­ 
cialist opposition, the government 
expects ratification by April 1. 
Allison 
emphasized 
that 
the 
pact does not require Japan “ to 
send its young men abroad.” He 
quoted Secretary of State Dulles 
who said recently the agreement 
w’ould be “ purely of a defensive 
nature, directed exclusively to­ 
ward contributing to the defense 
and security of the J apanese 
homeland.”

McCarthy Seeks Time 
To Answer Stevenson 


Washington, March 8 (A*)—The 
name of Secretary of the Navy 
Robert Anderson rode high today 
in speculation on the administra­ 
tion’s choice of a successor for 
Roger B. Kyes in the defense de­ 
partment’s No. 2 job. 
The White House and Pentagon 
announced over the weekend Kyes 
will leave the deputy secretary­ 
ship where he has served with 
Secretary 
of 
Defense 
Wilson 
since the outset of the Eisen­ 
hower administration. 
Kyes, interviewed at his home 
near Detroit, emphasized that his 
resignation “ has absolutely noth­ 
ing to do” with the recent clash 
between Secretary of the Army 
Robert T. Stevens and Sen. Mc­ 
Carthy (R.-Wis.) 
Pentagon sources indicated the 
decision of a new deputy secre­ 
tary already w’as made and that 
announcement 
of 
his 
identity 
could be expected shortly, perhaps 
by tomorrow. 
Only for Year 
Kyes and his former General 
Motors Corp. colleague, Wilson, 
both said the deputy secretary 
took the job with the understand­ 
ing he would remain for only a 
year. The assumption here is that 
Kyes will return to some official 
position with GM, where he gave 
up an annual income of more than 
a quarter million dollars to take 
the $2 0 ,0 0 0 
job in Washington. 
However, he said he was not sure 
he would return to the automo­ 
bile business, although he expects 
to fit again “ into industry some 
place.” 
While 
Anderson’s 
name 
w?as 
mentioned prominently in guesses 
today, it actually was only one of 
several names of men, both in and 
out 
of 
government, 
considered 
possibilities.

completed their roundup of Na­ 
tionalist 
leaders

and 
pressed a hunt for the “ big four” 
of the island’s Communist party. 
Forty Nationalist party leaders 
and six Communists were ar­ 
rested in sweeping police raids 
over the weekend and jailed on 
suspicion 
of 
subversion. 
Three 
more Nationalists were arrested 
today. 
These included Mrs. Angelina 
Torresola 
Platell, 
a 
sister 
of 
Griselio Torresola, who was killed 
in Washington when Nationalist 
gunmen tried to assassinate Pres­ 
ident Truman in 1950. 
Another 
sister, Doris Torresola, was al­ 
ready in jail. A party secretary, 
she was among five nabbed in a 
shooting 
fray 
Saturday 
along 
with Pedro Albizu Campos, 62- 
year-old chief of the party. 
500 Followers 
The 
fanatical, 
independence- 
seeking Nationalist group is esti­ 
mated to have only 500 followers 
within the island commonwealth. 
The roundup of key leaders was 
launched just five days after Na­ 
tionalists wounded five U. S. rep­ 
resentatives 
with 
gunfire 
in 
Washington March 1. Authorities 
said,

not connected with that shooting. 
The

dozen 
Communists 
were captured without violence 
in the second round of arrests 
yesterday. 
The 
four 
Communists

organizer; Cesar Andreu Iglesias, 
former party president; and Pablo 
Garcia Rodriguez, a Harvard-grad­ 
uated lawyer. 
Held As Reds 
In custody as Reds are Consuelo 
Burgos De Saez, wife of Saez Cor­ 
ales; Jane Speed Andreu, 43, of 
Berkeley, Calif., Andreu’s wife; 
Mariano Arroyo Zeppendfelt, Ra­ 
mon Mirabal, Cristino Perez and 
Felix Ojeda. 
Attorney General 
Jose Trias 
said both the alleged Communists 
and Nationalists, jailed on $ 25,- 
000 bail each, are being charged 
with violating a local anti-sub­ 
versive law. 
Authorities believe the Puerto 
Rican Communist party has less 
than 100 members but fear that it 
is tied in with the Nationalist fac­ 
tion, which has several hundred 
followers. 
Both parties demand 
complete independence for Puerto 
Rico, and reportedly the Reds 
furnished some of the arms for the 
1950 Nationalist revolt in which 
50 persons were killed. 
Communist leaders hjfee denied 
arms aid to the rebels. They also 
issued a newspaper, statement last 
week disclaiming any connection 
with the Washington shooting.

Tlie extreme Nationalists have 
gained little legislative support in 
Puerto Rico. 
The lower house 
recently rejected 42-14 a resolu­

Passenger train No. 20, which 
leaves here for Weehawken at 
7:25 p. m., Sundays was delayed 
for about 20 minutes because of 
the signal failure, and shortly 
after that an east-bound freight 
was held up for about the same 
length of time. 
Rocks were found in the ” ‘bas­ 
ket” of the arm signal, the detec­ 
tive said. Signal repair men were 
called out to replace the damaged 
lights.

The President said that in 1949 
the United States financed about 
35 per cent of its total exports of 
non-military goods and services 
by grants and loans, but in 1953 
only about 15 per cent was fi­ 
nanced by such aid. 
With respect to Indochina, the 
President said that thf rate of 
U. S. military shipments in 1953 
was 50 per cent higher than in 
1952, and ha recalled that the 
United States had made avail­ 
able 385 million dollars for Indo­ 
china aid in addition to 400 mil­ 
lion previously appropriated by 
Congress for the present fiscal 
year.

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SENSELESS VIOLENCE 
It is difficult to see what the Puerto Rican 
nationalists hoped to gain by their senseless 
act of v iolence committed from the v isitors* 
gallery of the House of Representativ es. 
Those apprehended admit that they had no 
specific targets among the lawmakers. They 
say that they intended to stage a demonstra­ 
tion to focus attention on their demands for 
independence for Puerto Rico. If any hos­ 
tility ex isted in this country toward inde­ 
pendence for Puerto Rico the shootings 
would serv e only to strengthen it. 
There can be no doubt that the ex tre­ 
mists who want to sev er any connection 
between Puerto Rico and the United States 
represent only a small percentage of the 
Puerto Rican people. In free elections Puerto 
Rico has made clear that it does not want 
its independence. Those who attempted the 
assassinations are irresponsible members of 
the minority —but all ev idence seems to point 
to an organization behind them. It is the 
duty of the Puerto Rican gov ernment to 
cooperate with our gov ernment in ex posing 
it and punishing the guilty . 
The United States has promised Puerto 
Rico its independence any time it wants it. 
That country now ex ists under a democratic 
constitution which it has approv ed of its own 
free will. Those who want complete inde­ 
pendence are doing their cause no good by 
acts of v iolence: Attempted murder is a 
poor argument to use to prov e that a people 
is mature enough to stand completely alone. 
The appearance in Washington within 2 4 
hours of the Gov ernor of Puerto Rico to 
apologize in person to the United States and 
to offer to do what he can to help means 
more for futtire friendship than the irrespon­ 
sible shooters could do to hurt it.

COMIC BOOK EDUCATION 
Comic books hav e come in for a great 
deal of criticism, much of it justified. Edu­ 
cators and social workers hav e maintained 
that sensationalism, sadism and v ulgarity in 
comic books play a definite part in juv enile 
delinquency . But the comics can also be 
put to good use. 
The B. F. Goodrich Company , in the inter­ 
est of highway safety , has just published a 
comic book entitled “ Tommy Gets the Key s.’* 
A series of strips portray the adv entures of 
a teenager who wants fo driv e the family 
car. The story line is handled skillfully and 
the y oungster who reads the strip is likely 
to pick up sane and safe driv ing principles 
without being aware that this is what he is 
doing. It also urges, in a subtle manner, the 
ex tension of the driv er training program to 
more high schools throughout the country . 
A great many y oungsters, whether we like 
it or not, read and enjoy comic books. The 
idea of approaching them with principles of 
highway safety through a medium known to 
be popular with them is sound. Our highway 
safety problem grows more acute ev ery 
day . The Goodrich attempt to do something 
about it in an original way is worthy of 
commendation.

THE SOLEMN SEASON 
“ Ashes to ashes, dust to dust.’* 
This is the traditional theme of Lent, the 
season celebrated by Christians throughout 
the world with special serv ices and pray ers, 
with strict fasts, abstinence and self denial. 
During the weeks which solemnly anticipate 
Easter, man is reminded of the futility of 
mortal concerns, of the proper balance which 
should ex ist between the attention he giv es 
to material and spiritual things. 
The manner in which Lent is observ ed de­ 
pends in large measure upon the church to 
which one belongs. But during Lent con­ 
templation of the life of Christ, particularly 
of those ev ents in His life which led to Cal­ 
v ary and the glory of Easter resurrection, 
is common to all Christian churches. 
Lent is a good time for all of us to turn 
the glance inward, to ex amine our con­ 
sciences to see how well we are liv ing the 
life He taught, how faithfully we are follow-

THE PHILOSOPHY OF MCCARTHY 
Every man. in p rivate or p u blic life, fu nctions 
within the marg ins of a p hilosop hy of action. Joe 
McCarthy has been with u s long enou g h for the 
p attern of p hilosop hy to be su fficiently clear to be 
describable. Attacked more viciou sly than any man 
in p u blic p osition since Herbert Hoover was Presi­ 
dent, he has su rvived, not becau se the p owerfu l 
men of the cou ntry or even his p arty favor him, 
bu t becau se the p eop le su p p ort him. The p henom­ 
enon requ ires analysis. 
McCarthy is not a military hero; he is not a 
g reat orator; he has never assu med leadership 
either in leg islation or administration. He is not a 
scholar or a ju rist. Nevertheless, few Senators 
will deny that McCarthy can g o into their states 
and affect the vote on Election Day. McCarthy is 
not a demag og u e, for he makes no p romises to the 
p eop le, sets forth no broad p rog ram and asks for 
no votes. He actu ally risked defeat in Wisconsin, 
where he ran for office, by camp aig ning in states 
where he did not ru n for office. He defeated Sen­ 
ators Tyding s in Maryland and Benton in Con­ 
necticu t. 
Why then do the p eop le follow McCarthy, so 
that he rep resents su bstantial p ower in the Con­ 
g ress? The answer is that in the simp licity of his 
intellectu al orientations, McCarthy mirrors not 
only what the p eop le think bu t what they want. 
One can u se su ch a term as Americanism, bu t 
that is not qu ite it. It is Americanism of a kind— 
of a kind which those of u s over 40 exp erienced 
and those u nder 40 have only heard abou t. It is an 
exp ression on its neg ative side of a rejection of 
Marxism; on its p ositive side it amou nts to articu ­ 
late p atriotism. 
Arthu r Krock, for whom I have the g reatest 
resp ect, refers to McCarthy as a bu lly; yet Krock 
can remember, I am su re, when if a man did not 
p ledg e alleg iance to the flag or did not rise to the 
“Star-Sp ang led Banner,” someone made him do it. 
.And there was a time when if one heard someone 
denou ncing the United States, he wou ld p u nch him. 
Ru de! Uncou th! Bru tal! Immatu re! Call it what 
you will, bu t it.was an emotional resp onse to p a­ 
triotism by energ etic, strong -willed p eop le. 
In ou r matu rity (if it is not senility) we have 
become so refined that a soldier may wear the u ni­ 
form of the cou ntry who will not even p ledg e 
loyalty to the flag and Constitu tion. Is it refine­ 
ment or is it the denatu ring of national p ride? 
Were McCarthy only an anti-Commu nist. he 
wou ld make no g reater imp ression on the p u blic 
mind than the other millions of Americans who are 
anti-Commu nist, some of whom write articles and 
make sneeches and rep ort on their wicked neig h­ 
bors. His streng th is that he adds to anti-Com- 
mu nism a revived p atriotism, a resu rrection of 
nationalism, an insistence u p on a traditional re­ 
sp ect for cou ntry, flag and Constitu tion. Many who 
op p ose McCarthy are as p atriotic as he is and 
have p erhap s thou g ht the p roblem ou t as well as 
or better than he has. Bu t they are g entle in their 
enu nciation; they are p olite in their attacks; they 
are u nwilling to risk being lamp ooned; they are 
too refined to soil themselves with the mu d of 
battle. 
Many of them say that while they like his g oals, 
they desp ise his methods. Actu ally, they g enerally 
know little abou t his methods, for another element 
in McCarthy’s streng th is the fact that, excep t in 
the case of James Wechsler, abou t whom there are 
vast differences of op inion, no one has yet chal­ 
leng ed McCarthy, naming names, that he has 
withou t warrant accu sed anyone of disloyalty, su b­ 
version or esp ionag e. 
The p oliticians of both p arties are beg inning to 
discover that the American p eop le are g rowing in­ 
creasing ly anti-internationalist. There will be many 
new faces in the Cong ress after 19 54 becau se it is 
difficu lt for those who have been internationalists 
to exp lain ou r dip lomatic defeats, neu tralism, the 
g rowth of Soviet Ru ssia, the emerg ence of a Com­ 
mu nist state in Latin America, the infiltration of 
ou r g overnment and institu tions of learning . Par­ 
ents, however, are recog nizing that their children 
know all abou t the world bu t very little abou t the 
United States. They say something mu st be wrong . 
Even those who g row irked by McCarthy’s 
rou g hness su p p ort Ms ardent nationalism and they 
g o along with him, in astonishing nu mbers. From 
my knowledg e of the man, I wou ld say that na­ 
tionalism is his p hilosop hy.

A HEART ATTACK 
When we read and hear so mu ch abou t heart 
disease and see many in their p rime of life p ass 
away su ddenly with a heart attack, we may g et the 
imp ression that the heart is a delicate org an and 
no chances shou ld be taken by doing hard p hysical 
work. 
As a matter of fact, the heart is the tou g hest, 
strong est org an in you r entire body. 
In Febru ary of this year the annu al heart fu nd 
g ot u nder way. It is heartening to see how this 
org anization is ap p reciated by p eop le in all walks 
of life. The American Heart Association tells in 
simp le lang u ag e that we shou ld not be afraid of 
heart disease or worry abou t it. 
In their p amp hlet issu ed for the Heart Fu nd 
Camp aig n, Dr. H. M. Marvin and David Loth tell 
u s that if you ’re like most p eop le you p robably 
think of you r heart as a delicate org an easily 
strained by overactivity bu t, actu ally, the healthy 
heart is the tou g hest, strong est mu scle in the body. 
It is more efficient than any man-made machine 
and is virtu ally imp ossible to strain. The stories 
you read abou t p eop le with normal hearts drop p ing 
dead from overexertion are simp ly not tru e; the 
normal heart notifies the individu al by p ain, or 
other symp toms, when it is necessary to stop fu r­ 
ther exertion. 
When an increase in blood flow is needed, the 
heart resp onds smoothly and tirelessly. First the 
heartbeat sp eeds u p to twice its normal rate. Sec­ 
ond, the mu scle contracts more comp letely, p u mp ­ 
ing ou t more blood with each beat. In moderate 
exercise the heart may p u mp five times as mu ch 
blood in a minu te; in strenu ou s exercise, eig ht to 
ten times as mu ch. The heart does a remarkable 
job du ring the sp lit second between beats when 
the cells of the heart take their oxyg en and other 
nu trients from the blood. 
These heart research workers p oint to the won­ 
derfu l rep air system of the heart. There are two 
main kinds of rep air, those requ ired by damag e to 
the valve and rep airs called for by the blocking or 
narrowing of the arteries that feed the heart. 
The valves direct the flow of blood into the 
p rop er channels and p revent it from flowing back 
into the chamber it has ju st left. They are like 
delicate little doors and they op en and close p artly 
in resp onse to the p ressu re of the blood stream 
and p artly by mu scu lar contraction. 
The heart is even more effective in rep airing 
damag e cau sed by closing or narrowing of the 
blood vessel. If 
a clot (thrombu s) forms inside the 
blood vessel it u su ally blocks the channel comp letely 
cau sing what is known as a heart attack (coronary 
thrombosis). Bu t if the closing of the blood vessel 
is g radu al, with the clot forming slowly (which 
often hap p ens), the heart may not be affected at 
all. It u su ally takes abou t a month for the heart 
to heal and form a collateral circu lation (extra cir­ 
cu it ion of blood) su fficient to rep air the inju ry 
from the “heart attack.” This is the reason the 
p hysician keep s the p atient in bed for at least a 
month after a heart attack.

Lou rie, p resident of Qu aker Oats, 
has qu it his job as Undersecre­ 
tary of State for the Administra­ 
tion and shaken “the mess” of 
Washing ton from his feet. “I have 
to g et back to rolling oats,” he 
said on the eve of his dep artu re, 
“before the comp any finds ou t it 
can g et along withou t me.” 
Where this leaves the dear old 
State Dep artment seems to be a 
matter of secondary imp ortance. 
The job of Undersecretary of 
State for Administration was cre­ 
ated by sp ecial act of the then 
new Rep u blican Cong ress in Janu ­ 
ary, 19 53. 
The job was to re­ 
org anize the State Dep artment 
and “clean u p the mess,” to carry 
ou t a Rep u blican camp aig n p rom­ 
ise. 
Cong ress sp ecified the p osi­ 
tion was to last only two years, 
ending on Dec. 31, 19 54. 
The fact that Mr. Lou rie is qu it­ 
ting after 14 months on the job 
does not mean that it has been 
finished, he says. 
Administrative 
reorg anization of the State De­ 
p artment is a continu ing p rocess 
and will never be finished, he de­ 
clares. 
Mr. Lou rie doesn’t like to u se 
the word “mess” in referring to 
the State Dep artment. 
He had 
never been inside the bu ilding 
when he was named to the No. 2 
u ndersectary-sh ip . 
This was starting p retty close 
to the top . 
Working his way 
down the ladder to the bottom, 
Mr. Lou rie says he fou nd the 
fou ndations were not rotten, as 
he had been led to believe. 
“I can leave the job in g ood 
conscience,” says Mr. Lou rie, “not 
becau se of what I’ve done, bu t 
becau se g ood p rog ress has been 
made on reorg anization.” • 
Smooth Sailing Ahead

along smoother now, the former 
u ndersecretary believes, becau se 
there is better coordination. As 
for his own job, it cou ld have 
been abolished before and there 
is no need to continu e it now, he 
believes. 
Nevertheless, Thru ston B. Mor­ 
ton has been named acting u nder­ 
secretary in charg e of administra­ 
tion. He is now assistant secre­ 
tary for cong ressional relations 
and will do both his own and 
Lou rie’s jobs.

Business Upturn Pictured as Hav ing Started 
to Make 19 5 4 Record Year

Washing ton, March 8 — There’s 
something dynamic hap p ening to 
the American economy rig ht now. 
It looks as if the bu siness u p tu rn 
has started. It may resu lt in mak­ 
ing 19 54 one of the best bu siness 
years on record. 
The facts are that the latest 
statistics on constru ction are sen­ 
sational in their revelation of an 
u np recedented bu i l di n g boom. 
They show that the combined 
fig u res for Janu ary and Febru ary 
are the hig hest in all history; 
America’s p u rchasing p ower is be­ 
ing increased by more than $1 
billion in only two months. 
The details of the fig u res are to 
be annou nced within the next 48 
hou rs by the F. W. Dodg e Corp or­ 
ation whose nation-wide org aniza­ 
tion is relied u p on by the g overn­ 
ment and by many indu stries for 
the au thoritative comp ilation of i 
constru ction p ermits throu g hou t! 
the United States—the most ex-1 
tensive rep orting service of its | 
kind in the world. 
It looks now as if the combined I 
Janu ary and Febru ary fig u res will 
exceed 
$2,100,000,000 
for 
con- 
i 
stru ction and this is a su bstantial j 
increase over 19 53. Indeed, when I 
the mu ltip lying factor of fou r is 
u sed, as is cu stomary when esti­ 
mating the resu ltant p u rchasing 
p ower, the months of Janu ary and 
Febru ary will rep resent abou t $9 
billion in p u rchasing p ower. Com­ 
p ared to last year this-is more 
than a 10 p er cent g ain. 
The F. W. Dodg e fig u res are 
always based on rep orts from 37 
states bu t p ast exp erience by the 
Dep artment of Commerce which 
estimates them for the other 11 
states show that the trend re­ 
vealed in the 37 states u su ally 
materializes in the remainder of 
the states. 
What this means is that lu mber, 
steel, and other materials u sed in 
constru ction will be in g reater 
demand and emp loyment will be­ 
g in to show a marked increase as 
p ermits are translated into op er­ 
ating contracts this year. Bu si­ 
nesses e n g a g e d in fu rnishing 
homes and equ ip p ing p lants and 
bu ilding s and offices shou ld nat­ 
u rally benefit, too. 
Mortg ag e money is beg inning 
to flow freely and p rojects which 
were delayed last year are being 
ap p roved every day now with 
p lenty of financing available from 
the insu rance comp anies and oth- 
er lending instru mentalities. 
The sig nificant evidence is that 
an exp anding economy which is 
feeling every year the effects of 
an increase in p op u lation and fi­ 
nancial sinews cannot be inter­ 
ru p ted for long . 
What the American p eop le are 
doing is to sp end more money for 
new homes. The fig u res for new 
residence constru ction ju st com­ 
p iled for Febru ary are way ahead 
of Janu ary, 19 54 and way ahead 
of Febru ary 19 53. So also are the 


fig u res for non-residential con­ 
stru ction which are far ahead Of 
the same two months a year ag o. 
It is indicated now that Febru ­ 
ary 19 54 fig u res will show thé 
big g est Febru ary ever rep orted 
in the cou ntry for new constru c­ 
tion of all kinds. Incidentally the 
fig u res for u tilities and p u blic 
works show a marked g ain over 
the first two months of last year 
so that the advance is not merely 
in residential and non-residential 
constru ction. Yet the u tility and 
p u blic-works constru ction is only 
a small p ercentag e of the total 
amou nt of bu ilding being done. 
Many of the steel comp anies 
which are ap p raising the con­ 
stru ction to be done in the next 
few months are already aware of 
what the latest statistics for Jan­ 
u ary and Febru ary 19 54 show 
and they are making p lans to 
meet the new demands. The main 
imp act of the new constru ction 
will come in the sp ring and su m­ 
mer months as constru ction g oes 
into its stride with the imp roved 
weather. Bu t the p lanning g oing 
on now and the ap p lications for 
bu ilding p ermits in city and state 
g overnment bu reau s and offices * 
transcend anything of the kind 
that has ever been recorded in 
p rivate constru ction. 
All this does not take into ac­ 
cou nt the exp ansion that is com­ 
ing 
in 
hig hway 
constru ction. 
When this g ains the momentu m 
exp ected it is likely that the en­ 
tire boom will p rove that the 
p oliticians in Washing ton had an 
u nnecessary case of jitters. The 
Democrats in Cong ress who have 
been u sing the word “dep ression” 
so often in their sp eeches and a 
few Rep u blicans who have g rown 
timid and have called for tax 
exemp tions in order to increase 
p u rchasing p ower will have red 
faces when all the facts become 
known abou t the increases in con­ 
stru ction.

SENSELESS VIOLENCE 
It is difficult to see what the Puerto Rican 
nationalists hoped to gain by their senseless 
act of violence committed from the visitors’ 
gallery of the House of Representatives. 
Those apprehended admit that they had no 
specific targets among the lawmakers. They 
say that they intended to stage a demonstra­ 
tion to focus attention on their demands for 
independence for Puerto Rico. If any hos­ 
tility existed in this country toward inde­ 
pendence for Puerto Rico the shootings 
would serve only to strengthen it. 
There can be no doubt that the extre­ 
mists who want to sever any connection 
between Puerto Rico and the United States 
represent only a small percentage of the 
Puerto Rican people. In free elections Puerto 
Rico has made clear that it does not want 
its independence. Those who attempted the 
assassinations are irresponsible members of 
the minority—but all evidence seems to point 
to an organization behind them. It is the 
duty of the Puerto Rican government to 
cooperate with our government in exposing 
it and punishing the guilty. 
The United States has promised Puerto 
Rico its independence any time it wants it. 
That country now exists under a democratic 
constitution which it has approved of its own 
free will. Those who want complete inde­ 
pendence are doing their cause no good by 
acts of violence. Attempted murder is a 
poor argument to use to prove that a people 
is mature enough to stand completely alone. 
The appearance in Washington within 24 
hours of the Governor of Puerto Rico to 
apologize in person to the United States and 
to offer to do what he can to help means 
more for future friendship than the irrespon­ 
sible shooters could do to hurt it. 


COMIC BOOK EDUCATION 
Comic books have come in for a great 
deal of criticism, much of it justified. Edu­ 
cators and social workers have maintained 
that sensationalism, sadism and vulgarity in 
comic books play a definite part in juvenile 
delinquency. But the comics can also be 
put to good use. 
The B. F. Goodrich Company, in the inter­ 
est of highway safety, has just published a 
comic book entitled “Tommy Gets the Keys.” 
A series of strips portray the adventures of 
a teenager who wants to drive the family 
car. The story line is handled skillfully and 
the youngster who reads the strip is likely 
to pick up sane and safe driving principles 
without being aware that this is what he is 
doing. It also urges, in a subtle manner, the 
extension of the driver training program to 
more high schools throughout the country. 
A great many youngsters, whether we like 
it or not, read and enjoy comic books. The 
idea of approaching them with principles of 
highway safety through a medium known to 
be popular with them is sound. Our highway 
safety problem grows more acute every 
day. The Goodrich attempt to do something 
about it in an original way is worthy of 
commendation.

THE PHILOSOPHY OF McCARTHY 
Every man. in private or public life, functions 
«vithin the margins of a philosophy of action. Joe 
McCarthy has been with us long enough for the 
pattern of philosophy to be sufficiently clear to be 
describable. Attacked more viciously than any man 
in public position since Herbert Hoover was Presi­ 
dent, he has survived, not because the powerful 
men of the country or even his party favor him, 
but because the people support him. The phenom­ 
enon requires analysis. 
McCarthy is not a military hero; he is not a 
great orator; he has never assumed leadership 
either in legislation or administration. He is not a 
scholar or a jurist. Nevertheless, few Senators 
will deny that McCarthy can go into their states 
and affect the vote on Election Day. McCarthy is 
not a demagogue, for he makes no promises to the 
people, sets forth no broad program and asks for 
no votes. He actually risked defeat in Wisconsin, 
where he ran for office, by campaigning in states 
where he did not run for office. He defeated Sen­ 
ators Tydings in Maryland and Benton in Con­ 
necticut. 
Why then do the people follow McCarthy, so 
that he represents substantial power in the Con­ 
gress? The answer is that in the simplicity of his 
intellectual orientations, McCarthy mirrors not 
only what the people think but what they want. 
One can use such a term as Americanism, but 
that is not quite it. It is Americanism of a kind— 
of a kind which those of us over 40 experienced 
and those under 40 have only heard about. It is an 
expression on its negative side of a rejection of 
Marxism; on its positive side it amounts to articu­ 
late patriotism. 
Arthur Krock, for whom I have the greatest 
respect, refers to McCarthy as a bully; yet Krock 
can remember, I am sure, when if a man did not 
pledge allegiance to the flag or did not rise to the 
“Star-Spangled Banner,” someone made him do it. 
And there was a time when if one heard someone 
denouncing the United States, he would punch him. 
Rude! Uncouth! Brutal! Immature! Call it what 
you will, but it.was an emotional response to pa­ 
triotism by energetic, strong-willed people. 
In our maturity (if it is not senility) we have 
become so refined that a soldier may wear the uni­ 
form of the country w’ho will not even pledge 
loyalty to the flag and Constitution. Is it refine­ 
ment or is it the denaturing of national pride? 
Were McCarthy only an anti-Communist, he 
would make no greater impression on the public 
mind than the other millions of Americans who are 
anti-Communist, some of w’hom write articles and 
make sneeches and report on their wicked neigh­ 
bors. His Strength is that he adds to anti-Com- 
munism a revived patriotism, a resurrection of 
nationalism, an insistence upon a traditional re­ 
spect for country, flag and Constitution. Many who 
oppose McCarthy are as patriotic as he is and 
have perhaps thought the problem out as well as 
or better than he has. But they are gentle in their 
enunciation; they are polite in their attacks; they 
are unwilling to risk being lampooned; they are 
too refined to soil themselves with the mud of 
battle. 
Many of them say that while they like his goals, 
they despise his methods. Actually, they generally 
know little about his methods, for another element 
in McCarthy’s strength is the fact that, except in 
the case of James Wechsler, about whom there are 
vast differences of opinion, no one has yet chal­ 
lenged McCarthy, naming names, that he has 
without warrant accused anyone of disloyalty, sub­ 
version or espionage. 
The politicians of both parties are beginning to 
discover that the American people are growing in­ 
creasingly anti-internationalist. There will be many 
new faces in the Congress after 1954 because it is 
difficult for those who have been internationalists 
to explain our diplomatic defeats, neutralism, t-he 
growth of Soviet Russia, the emergence of a Com­ 
munist state in Latin America, the infiltration of 
our government and institutions of learning. Par­ 
ents, however, are recognizing that their children 
know all about the world but very little about the 
United States. They say something must be wrong. 
Even those who grow irked by McCarthy’s 
roughness support his ardent nationalism and they 
go along with him, in astonishing numbers. From 
my knowledge of the man, I would say that na­ 
tionalism is his philosophy.

“Ashes to ashes, dust to dust.”

Easter, man is reminded of the futility of 
mortal concerns, of the proper balance which 
should exist between the attention he gives 
to material and spiritual things.

A HEART ATTACK 
When we read and hear so much about heart 
disease and see many in their prime of life pass 
away suddenly with a heart attack, we may get the 
impression that the heart is a delicate organ and 
no chances should be taken by doing hard physical 
work. 
As a m atter of fact, the heart is the toughest, 
strongest organ in your entire body. 
In February of this year the annual heart fund 
got under way. It is heartening to see how this 
organization is appreciated by people in all walks 
of life. The American Heart Association tells in 
simple language that we should not be afraid of 
heart disease or worry about it. 
In their pamphlet issued for the Heart Fund 
Campaign, Dr. H. M. Marvin and David Loth tell 
us that if you’re like most people you probably 
think of your heart as a delicate organ easily 
strained by overactivity but, actually, the healthy 
heart is the toughest, strongest muscle in the body. 
It is more efficient than any man-made machine 
and is virtually impossible to strain. The stories 
you read about people with normal hearts dropping 
dead from overexertion are simply not true; the 
normal heart notifies the individual by pain, or 
other symptoms, when it is necessary to stop fur­ 
ther exertion. 
When an increase in blood flow is needed, the 
heart responds smoothly and tirelessly. First the 
heartbeat speeds up to twice its normal rate. Sec­ 
ond, the muscle contracts more completely, pump­ 
ing out more blood with each beat. In moderate 
exercise the heart may pump five times as much 
blood in a minute; in strenuous exercise, eight to 
ten times as much. The heart does a remarkable 
job during the split second between beats when 
the cells of the heart take their oxygen and other 
nutrients from the blood. 
These heart research workers point to the won­ 
derful repair system of the heart. There are two 
main kinds of repair, those required by damage to 
the valve and repairs called for by the blocking or 
narrowing of the arteries that feed the heart. 
The valves direct the flow of blood into the 
proper channels and prevent it from flowing back 
into the chamber it has just left. They are like 
delicate little doors and they open and close partly 
in response to the pressure of the blood stream 
and partly by muscular contraction. 
The heart is even more effective in repairing 
damage caused by closing or narrowing of the 
blood vessel. If a clot (thrombus) forms inside the 
blood vessel it usually blocks the channel completely 
causing what is known as a heart attack (coronary 
thrombosis). But if the closing of the blood vessel 
is gradual, with the clot forming slowly (which 
often happens), the heart may not be affected at 
all. It usually takes about a month for the heart 
to heal and form a collateral circulation (extra cir- 
cultion of blood) sufficient to repair the injury 
from the “heart attack.” This is the reason the 
physician keeps the patient in bed for at least a 
month after a heart attack.

Washington, (NEA)—Donald B. 
Lourie, president of Quaker Oats, 
has quit his job as Undersecre­ 
tary of State for the Administra­ 
tion and shaken “the mess” of 
Washington from his feet. “I have 
to get back to rolling oats,” he 
said on the eve of his departure, 
“before the company finds out it 
can get along without me.” 
Where this leaves the dear old 
State Department seems to be a 
m atter of secondary importance. 
The job of 
Undersecretary of 
State for Administration was cre­ 
ated by special act of the then 
new Republican Congress in Janu­ 
ary, 1953. 
The job was to re­ 
organize the State Department 
and “clean up the mess,” to carry 
out a Republican campaign prom­ 
ise. 
Congress specified the posi­ 
tion was to last only two years, 
ending on Dec. 31, 1954. 
The fact that Mr. Lourie is quit­ 
ting after 14 months on the job 
does not mean that it has been 
finished, he says. 
Administrative 
reorganization of the State De­ 
partm ent is a continuing process 
and will never be finished, he de­ 
clares. 
Mr. Lourie doesn’t like to use 
the word “mess” in referring to 
the State Department. 
He had 
never been inside the building 
when he was named to the No. 2 
undersectary-ship.

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FIVE 
Central Broadway Stands Out 
In Great Boom Due in Kingston 
Reflects Mid-Town New Look 


(Pfoperty owners are tempted to 
hold on to property for what appears 
to be a rising real estate boom in 
the area. 
Speculators are reported. 
Warnings of dislocations and adjust­ 
ments are discussed in the fourth and 
final article of the series on central 
Kingston). 
________ 
It's not surprising that real es­ 
tate in the Kingston area-—and in 
the central section—has a case of 
jitters. 
The demand for property in the 
central section has taken a sharp 
upturn, according to reports, and 
speculation is naturally height­ 
ened. The Thruway, arterial spur, 
IBM plant, etc.,*have set the pot 
to boiling. Kingston is the hub of 
a “wheel of chance" and where 
that wheel will stop nobody 
knows. 
There is a tendency to sell and 
yet not to sell. Property owners 
are tempted, yet reluctant, pre­ 
ferring to wait for an anticipated 
rise in real estate values. Prop­ 
erty owners who must sell now 
are playing the rising boom for 
all its worth and squeezing prices 
which represent a compromise be­ 
tween present and anticipated 
markets.Speculators Interested 
One Kingston broker reports 
that he was approached recently 
by a man, representing consider­ 
able wealth, who expressed an in­ 
vestment interest in any proper­ 
ty in the area for sale, residential 
or business. 
The matter of defining boun­ 
daries in the central Kingston 
area is speculative and somewhat 
controversial. 
Irving L. Eyles, executive vice- 
president of the Rondout Nation­ 
al Bank and president of the 
Central Businessmen’s Associa­ 
tion, sees it roughly as an area 
extending from the Academy 
Green to East Chester street— 
along the Broadway or east-west 
axis. He thinks it might be de­ 
fined in general outline by super­ 
imposing a mile-radius circle on 
the central area from some mid­ 
point on the Broadway axis. But 
questions arise. For example, 
should the rapidly expanding 
Roosevelt Park section be includ­ 
ed? 
Deplores Emphasis 
One central Broadway leader 
feels there’s a tendency to pit 
one section of the city against 
the other — downtown against 
central against uptow'n — where­ 
as, in reality, they all prosper or 
hang together. He admits there 
are sectional roles, sectional poli­ 
cies, to be considered—but he de­ 
plores the emphasis on these 
“differences" 
rather 
than 
on 
unity. 
He envisages a tendency to 
fractionize the city and area. His 
oosition might be summed up 
roughly: As the Mid-Hudson area 
goes so goes Kingston and as 
Kingston goes so goes central 
Kingston. TTiere is a total circu­ 
latory system for the entire area, 
each part of which is linked or­ 
ganically to the other. 
There’s even a “North Front 
street faction," he points out. 
Warns of Growing Pains 
He urges also a careful consid­ 
eration of the many dislocations 
and adjustments which must be 
faced when IBM moves in—the 
pinches and “growing pains"— 
pointing out that the community 
has been somewhat intoxicated 
and blinded by the recent an­ 
nouncement by Thomas J. Wat­ 
son, Sr., that a plant would be 
built in the town of Ulster and 
reports that it would employ ap­ 
proximately 5,000 persons with a 
payroll of nearly $20,000,000 an­ 
nually. 
Sure, it’s wonderful, he says, 
but there will be a lot of “bugs," 


a lot of problems—some major, 
some minor. 
The city of Kingston has al­ 
ready authorized the floating of a 
bond issue of more than half a 
million dollars for improvement 
of the municipal water system, in­ 
cluding the expenditure of an es­ 
timated $70,000 to extend a line 
to the proposed IBM plant in the 
town of Ulster. 
There is also the matter of 
traffic and local roads in the town 
of Ulster, for instance, to be used 
by three or four thousand cars 
driven by employes of the plant. 
And u'hat about street lights in 
the plant area for night opera­ 
tions—and extra police, perhaps, 
to direct traffic? 
These are random thoughts. 
Squeeze on Labor 
The possibility of a squeeze on 
labor supply in local industries 
must be anticipated. 
There is 
also the question of effect on area 
wage levels. Certain once quiet 
residential sections may suddenly 
find traffic increasing in their 
streets. Schools will receive large 
pupil increases, perhaps requiring 
additional classroom space and 
teachers — with consequent in­ 
creases in the school tax rate. > 
Utilities — telephone, electric, 
perhaps gas, facilities — will re­ 
quire large expansion investment. 
The plant and new residential 
areas will require sewage facili­ 
ties 
Some feel that as antici­ 
pated residential areas build up in 
the northern environs it may in­ 
fluence the rise of new suburban 
shopping centers. Some central 
Kingston business leaders are 
pressing for the earliest possible 
completion of the arterial spur to 
draw this potential trade into the 
central area and discourage the 
flowering of these new centers. 
Central Kingston, “the indus­ 
trial heart of the city," as a local 
real estate broker, describes it, 
also has its problems. 
Needs Department Store 
One of the principal deficien­ 
cies, it is pointed out, is lack of 
a good big department store, Five 
and Ten and the like. Also mili­ 
tating against its development as 
a shopping center, some feel, is 
the fact that Broadway property 
below the underpass is occupied 
mostly by public buildings, hos­ 
pitals and schools. Above the un­ 
derpass there is limited develop­ 
ment of retail outlets on the 
south side of Broadway. Much of 
this property is occupied by 
service stations. 
“You can’t build a good busi­ 
ness 
area with 
a one-sided 
street!" 
A lot of old buildings should 
be torn down, remarks a local 
real estate broker, but people 
are “asking fabulous prices for 
them." 
A head of one of the garment 
industries in the central area 
told The Freeman that section 
had “great possibilities" but that 
construction was needed to make 
it more attractive. 
“It needs a little life promo­ 
tional-wise. I don’t believe we 
promote enough. Retail stores 
.should get on their toes and think 
in terms of promotion." 
Of the spur he felt it would 
make the city more attractive for 
manufacturers, that it would 
bring the city closer to markets. 
Railroad facilities in the area 
he described as “abominable." 
Several books could be written 
to describe how' abominable they 
are, he stated. “I’ve been in a lot 
of backw'oods towns w'ith better 
facilities." 
“If I was a tourist," he said, 
“things would have to be a lot 
more attractive to make me stop 
. . . Kingston needs fly paper 
with honey on it—and a lot of 
honey!"

When you pick up your hand in 
a g ame of g in rummy, should you 
concentrate on winning or on pre­ 
venting your opponent from wi- 
ing ? Do you attack, or do you 
defend? 
There is no standard answer to 
the question since much depends 
on the nature of your hand. In 
g eneral, 
however, 
you 
should 
plan to attack on most hands. De­ 
fending will reduce your losses, 
but you can’t win by defending . 
If your hand has any possibili­ 
ties at all, your next question is 
whether to play for a knock or 
for g in. Most of the time it pays 
to play for the knock. The profits 
are sometimes just as big , and 
they ’re far more frequent. 
Here ag ain the nature of your 
hand may dictate your plan of 
play. $f you have a three-meld 
type of hand, you will probably 
have to g o for win whether you 
like it or not. If you have a two- 
meld type of hand, however, you 
should triy to accumulate enoug h 
low cards to reduce your count to 
the knocking point. 
The knocking point may also 
affect your decision. In the basic 
g ame of g in rummy, you may 


knock whenever you have 10 
points or less. In Oklahoma g in, 
however, the knocking point is 
determined by turning up the first 
card. 
If the knocking point is 8 to 
10, you may try for a two-meld 
type. If the knocking point is 2 
to 4 points, you need three melds, 
and you may be forced to play 
as much for g in as for a knock. 
When the knocking point is 5 
to 7 points, everything depends 
on how the hand develops. You 
may do well with two four-card 
melds, or even with one four- 
card and one three-card meld. If 
the hand develops into the three- 
meld type, however, you can’t 
afford to resist. 
Low cards, such as aces and 
deuces, are important if you are 
planning tQ play for a knock. 
They are far less important if 
you have to try for g in. An ace 
is always handy, even if the 
knocking 
point 
is 
quite 
low. 
Threes and fours are seldom im­ 
portant, except when the knock­ 
ing point is 10. 
Even if you are thinking of 
playing for g in. try to keep one 
card in your hand that is low 
enoug h to knock with. You may 
wind up with three melds of 
three cards each, and then you 
may have a long wait until you 
g et a low enoug h card to permit 
you to knock.

De­ 
fending will reduce your losses, 
but you can’t wfin by defending. 
If your hand has any possibili­ 
ties at all, your next question is 
whether to play for a knock or 
for gin. Most of the time it pays 
to play for the knock. The profits 
are sometimes just as big, and 
they’re far more frequent. 
Here again the nature of your 
hand may dictate your plan of 
play. If you have a three-meld 
type of hand, you will probably 
have to go for win whether you 
like it or not. If you have a two- 
meld type of hand, however, you 
should tity to accumulate enough 
low- cards to reduce your count to 
the knocking point. 
The knocking point may also 
affect your decision. In the basic 
game of gin rummy, you may

points or less. In Oklahoma gin, 
however, the knocking point is 
determined by turning up the first 
card. 
If the knocking point is 8 to 
10, you may try for a two-meld 
type. If the knocking point is 2 
to 4 points, you need three melds, 
and you may be forced to play 
as much for gin as for a knock. 
When the knocking point is 5 
to 7 points, everything depends 
on how the hand develops. You 
may do well with two four-card 
melds, or even with one four- 
card and one three-card meld. If 
the hand develops into the three- 
meld type, however, you can’t 
afford to resist. 
Low cards, such as aces and 
deuces, are important if you are 
planning to play for a knock. 
They are far less important if 
you have to try for gin. An ace 
is always handy, 
even if the 
knocking 
point 
is 
quite 
low. 
Threes and fours are seldom im­ 
portant, except when the knock­ 
ing point is 10. 
Even if you are thinking of 
playing for gin. try to keep one 
card in your hand that is low 
enough to knock with. You may 
wind up with three melds of 
three cards each, and then you 
may have a long wait until you 
get a low enough card to permit 
you to knock.

It’s the perpetu al chan gin g of the lu res 
that con fu ses us.

each in sists on a n ew stan d ard of appearan ce or behavior, 
men and 
women d on ’t kn ow an y lon ger what to expect of themselves 
or each 
other. The chan gin g stan d ard s 
keep u s so an xiou s abou t ou r 
own sex 
appeal that we can ’t get sex off ou t min d s. 
The fact is, y ou an d I are sen d in g ou r child ren in to a pretty tou gh 
sexu al society . We d o n ot d efin e boy -girl expectation s an d con d u ct for 
ou r y ou n g people as other cou n tries trad ition ally an d u n iversally d efin e 
them for theirs. 
The sex cod es that d o su rvive here are targets for pot-shots by 
critics who have n either the wisd om n or kin d n ess to restrain their 
d estru ctiven ess u n til we either revise the old cod es or make n ew on es. 
So right n ow, what we offer child ren is the chaos of con fu sion an d 
gu ilt that resu lts from “every man for himself” cod es. 
Every d ay they are bombard ed with some n ew stan d ard of effective 
sex con d u ct. Ju st thin k of the d ecision s they have to sweat ou t withou t 
help from trad ition al an d tru sted cod es. 
Shou ld Mary pet—or n ot? Shou ld she listen to Mother — or Dr. 
Kin sey ? Shou ld she give boy s movie siren allu re—or behave like Jo in 
“Little Women ?” Shou ld she try to “man age” boy s—or tell them to 
man age themselves? Shou ld she show on e she likes him—or make 
him chase? Did he kiss her last n ight becau se he likes her—or was he 
ju st “testin g” her for cheapn ess? 
No u n iversally accepted cod e provid es the an swer to these tor­ 
men tin g qu estion s. Why wou ld n ’t we be sex-obsessed ? If each of u s 
has to make his in d ivid u al sex cod e, we’ll have sex on ou r min d s u n til 
we’ve d on e it. 
As thin gs are, makin g su ch a cod e can take a lifetime—or a psy ­ 
chiatrist—with every on e from paren ts to Dr. Kin sey an d movie press 
agen ts shriekin g con flictin g id eas at u s.

How do we depreciate the Enterprise System? 
Let’s say you cut arid sew a suit, earning a dollar an hour. 
The longer it takes you to finish the suit, the more other per­ 
sons will have to pay for it. 
In other words, the more people who 
“loaf” on the job, the more every one pays for 
such “bumming.” Those who don’t loaf pay to 
those who slow down. Taint right, Neighbor! 
But suppose my company invests in mod­ 
ern machinery and I work to my best advan­ 
tage. Then I can make a suit in fewer hours, 
and my firm can pay me more than a dollar 
an hour and still sell the suit for less. 
As a consumer, you save money. Thrifty 
people save money — management borrows 
3, that money and invests it in modern machin- 
.. 
ery which gives the worker a chance to earn 
Mr. Hutton 
more. 
But, if the worker won’t pump the machine, then that starts 
the depreciation of the Enterprise System.

UNDERSTANDING THE AGED 
It is a rare family these days 
that does not have at least one 
aged member, often living in the 
home with the younger genera­ 
tions. This situation can be a 
happy one for all concerned if the 
normal results of aging are un­ 
derstood. 
The 
wisdom 
of 
experience, 
wealth of memories, and keenness 
of thought are not lessened by 
the physical effects of age. and 
they can and should contribute 
much to the richness of family 
life. Arteries do harden and the 
cells they supply with nourishment 
may fail to function as in youth. 
This may cause some prpblems in 
the family, but they should not be 
allowed to cancel out the import­ 
ant contributions older people can 
make. They should be seen for 
what they are: side issues, an­ 
noyances 
to 
which adjustments 
can be made. 
Every person has his own way 
of showing age. The arteries that 
supply different parts of the .brain 
wear out at different times and to 
different 
extents. 
But 
some 
changes are common to everyone. 
The first is usually loss of ability 
to make new' permanent 
brain 
records. The power to recall re­ 
cent happenings declines, but old 
memories stand out more sharply 
and come to mind more easily 
than ever. 
Another difficulty results from 
loss of circulation to sections of 
the brain that gather information 
from all parts of the body and re­ 
lay orders to the muscles. This 
causes some annoying discomfort. 
Little areas of numbness, neural­ 
gia. and crawling sensations of the 
skin are common. Trembling, stiff­ 
ness. or slight clumsiness may ap­ 
pear. However, it is unwise to 
shrug off all discomfort as “just 
old age.” The doctor should be 
consulted regularly. There is much 
he can do to make the later years 
of life more comfortable. 
It is important for all members 
of the family to understand some­ 
thing of the changes

with old age. With understanding 
will come more enjoyment of the 
company of the older members 
and fuller use of. their powers.

Harvard sociologist Pitirim A. Sorokin thinks there’s danger of our 
going “sex crazy.” Remind us that we re exposed to “some kind of 
sexual lure every nine minutes.” he suggests that the frequency of 
our exposure to these lures accounts for our exaggerated interest in 
SOX. 
If we go crazy, it won’t be because the lures are so frequent, but 
because they are so contradictory. If the lures were always the same, 
they’d grow so boring that we wouldn’t react to them. 
It’s the perpetual changing of the lures that confuses us. For as 
each insists on a new standard of appearance or behavior, men and 
women don’t know any longer what to expect of themselves or each 
other. The changing standards keep us so anxious about our own sex 
appeal that we can’t get sex off our minds. 
The fact is, you and I are sending our children into a pretty tough 
sexual society. We do not define boy-girl expectations and conduct for 
our young people as other countries traditionally and universally define 
them for theirs. 
The sex codes that do survive here are targets for pot-shots by 
critics who have neither the wisdom nor kindness to restrain their 
destructiveness until we either revise the old codes or make new ones. 
So right now, what we offer children is the chaos of confusion and 
guilt that results from “every man for himself” codes_ 
Every day they are bombarded w ith some new* standard of effective 
sex conduct. Just think of the decisions they have to sweat out without 
help from traditional and trusted codes. 
Should Mary pet—or not? Should she listen to Mother — or Dr. 
Kinsey? Should she give boys movie siren allure—or behave like Jo in 
“Little Women?” Should she try to “manage” boys—or tell them to 
manage themselves? Should she show one she likes him—or make 
him chase? Did he kiss her last night because he likes her—or was he 
just “testing” her for cheapness? 
No universally accepted code provides the answer to these tor­ 
menting questions. Why wouldn’t we be sex-k>bsessed? If each of us 
has to make his individual sex code. we’U have sex on our minds until 
we’ve done it. 
_ 
As things are, making such a code can take a lifetime—or a psy­ 
chiatrist—with everyone from parents to Dr. Kinsey and movie pres* 
agents shrieking conflicting ideas at us. 
It’s a human triumph that men and women dare so much as speak 
to one another, let alone get married.
